When 
it had left the rails he had been 
thrown out of the cupola window on to 
a rock, from yhich he ricochetted to 
another, from which he went bounc- 
ing down the Hill-in a series of grace- 
tul parabolas with the snow plow in 
hot pursuit, until both landed in a 
deep drift from which he had great 
difficulty. in escaping. None of the 
crew was hurt to: speak of, but they 
would all be much obliged to any- 
ope who would kindly dig them out. 

Just how that snow plow came to 
leave the track, and how it managed 
to disappear without attracting the 
attention of the engincer or fireman 
on the locomotive behind it, is a mys- 
tery that no one on the jan 
Pacific has ever been able to solve. 

More frequently the down-trip was 
the exciting one in spite of innumer- 
able precautions. Three or four safety- 
switched were eet'in the mainline, 
never opened until the 
engincer signalled that he was com{ng 
in good order at a speed less than 
eight miles an hour. By these switches 
a train exceeding the limit was turn- 
ed on to short lines up the mountain 
side, where wrecks could take place 
without hindering traffic, but the cir- 
cumstances of their operation were not 
always forescen.

Rey. Gustave Olsen and Katekets Ech- . 
mann Ross-Bach, missionaries born in © 
Greenland, and at the time of securing 
the statements working th the country 
from which Cook claimed to have 
started for the Pole. 

This is part of the story told by the 

Eskimos: 
_, One day I, Apilak, came upon Dr, 
Cook sitting down and drawing a map. 
I looked at it and asked him, ‘Whose 
route are you drawing?’ ‘My own,” re- 
plied Dr. Cook, but that was a lie, be- 
cause he drew the map a long way 
out at sea, where we never had been. 
The small rivers had only begun to 
break when we reached Hell’s Gate. 

“We caught walrus, musk ox and 
bears all that winter. With the bow 
we killed only two hares. We had 
a gun to kill musk ox and bear, as 
to kill a musk ox with the bow is im- 

ssible. It was a fine autumn and

On one occasion ‘an arena might re- 
semble the Numidian desert, on an- 
other the garden of Hesperides, thick 
set with groves of trees and rising

&reat rocks and caves of Thrace. 

With these surroundings the com. 
batants advanced, retreated, encircled 
thelr adversaries or kept wild beasts 
at bay as occasion offered or as their 
courage or fear suggested. Men com 
bated not ofly with the more commoa 
brutes, but with such monsters as ele- 
phants, rbinoceroses, hippopotamuses 
and crocodiles,

BREAD BASKET OF EMPIRE.” 
Just What Canada Can Do With Her 


Annual Wheat Output. 


A recent issue of -the Canadian ie 
Farm contains an ‘intereating’“com- 
putation as to the’ bread possibilities - 
of Canada’s wheat crop. The article 
runs thus: any 
“Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan’ produced‘ last year almost: 119,- 
000,000 bushels ‘of wheat. It takes 
five bushels of wheat to make oa bare 
rel of flour. Therefore that wheat 
crop is equivalent to 23,800,000 bar« 
rels of flour. Exch’ barrel of flour 
makes 380 loavea of bread, weighing 
one and one-half. pounds each. That 
flour, therefore, would” make 4,284.= 
000,000 loaves of bread. It is. esti- 
mated that each person eats, on an 
average, about 130 of such Joaves in 
a@ year, Finally: then, that amount 
of flour would keep almost 33,000,000 
people in bread for a year. And as 
Canada’s population is probably un- 
der "8,000,000, Canada could have 
spared bread last year for 25,600,000 
peopl«, or more than half the United «> - 
Kingdorn’s population” of between 
45,009.03 and 46,000,000. Not» only 
would Canada’s wheat crop of last 
year have given bread. to 29 many 
millions; the by-product of that great

‘his revolver and hel&: him for the po- 
lice. Ho is charged~ with attempted 
murder, . 

The women shot Mrs. Bessie 
Brookes Jones, 22 years of age, 235 


Carr, 17 years of age,’ same address. 
Mrs. Jones 1s shot through the 
right shoulder, tho bullet entering 
above her breast and boming out be- 
hind the shoulder blade, and is in 
St. Michael's Hospital, while” Mrs. 
Carr is in the Geyeral Hospital with a 
weund in her back, just above the hip, 
where the bullet enteted, breaking the 
lower right rib and was extracted im- 
mediately in front of it. Wthout 
blood poisoning, she will recover. 
Bessie Jones gave the following ver- 
sion of the shooting: “Shaw had 
boarded in the restaurant for about 
a week and had a roosn upstairs.

Serious Condition 
With Fever.

Tula, Russia, Nov. 15—Broken down 
by the hardships of a winter journey, 
mental strain and a rupture with his 
family, Count Leo Tolstoi to-day lies 
with a high fever in the little railroad 
station at Tstapova, barely eighty 
miles from his home at Yasnaya Po- 
liana. Tolstoi is attended by Dr. 
Makovetsky, who was his sole com 

m when he left his hut a fow 
¥8 ago, and who carried along with 
medicaments for just such 
emergency. Tolstoi’s daughter, Alex- 
andra, is acting as his nurse. 

Telegraphic reports of his condition 
are extremely pessimistic. The tem- 

ure of the aged writer is 104, 
ne probably a serious conges- 
tion, of itself an alrming symp- 
tom in one of Tolstoi'’s years. The 
mental ariguish of the patient handi- 
caps tho efforts of the physician to 
reduce the fever. Even if Tolstoi re 
covers, there can be no ‘question of 
his continuing the journey to the Cau- 
casus, where hoped to end his life 
among the Tolstoian colony on the 
shores of the Black Sea. 

Tolstoi had hoped to escape notice 
after his hasty departure from Yas- 
naya Poliana, and spend a week of 
farewell with his sister, a nun in 
the ancient cloister of Shemardino in 
the Province of Kaluga, but he insist- 
jed retreat had been discovered. He 

drove in a carriage last evening to 
; Kezelsh from Shemardino, accompan- 
ied by his daughter and Dr. Mako- 
vetsky.

She 
wondered if her mother would look 
down from heaven and see her try- 
ing to die, and she asked. herself if 
she would join her mother. “Then 
she realized that it was wicked to 
tuke her own life, and that she could 
never, never go to her mother that 
way, so she decided to live.” - 

The girl was in a Toronto high 
school for two and one-half years, 
only leaving when she was told that 
she would have to give up study to 
save her eyes. ‘

His abdomen was cut in such a man- 
ner that his intestines protruded, and 
the doctor was compelled to remove a 
portion of the stomach..

(2) That the term of tenure of all 
lords of parliament shall be the same, 
except in the case of those sitting ex- 
officio, who will sit only so long as 
they -hold the oflice, by reason of 
which they sit. ‘ 

Speaking in support of his resola- 
tion, Lord Rosebery said that he be 
lieved that, on these principles, it 
would be possible to reform the Upper 
Chamber to a large extent, solve a 
great constitutional problem, and 
maintain the ancient constitution of 
the country without convulsions inci- 
dent to a reform by general elections. 
In case of a disagreement between 
the two Houses the dispute should 
be settled, Rosebery said, by a joint 
conferetice, by referendum.

—— foundations, addressed the 
arsity “Lit” last night in Convoca- 
tion Hall, which was two-thirds filled 
for the occasion. 
President Wilkie'’s intreduction was 
punctuated with applause for the loyal 
students uttered and the praise ,of 
troe_speech, British rights and equal 
[ orpeetanities which he voiced. 

r. Lavergne in the opening of his 
address deprecated the ordinary con- 
edption of the habitant as a simple, 
primitive creature, with -home-spun 
cap on his head; who speaks a lan- 
guage which in France woukl 
ed patois, with a sprinkling of Eng- 
lish words! and -that the only ruler 
he knows is: his parish’ priest, who 
will give him a seat in- heaven if he 
pays his dues, and consign his here- 
tie neighbor to a warmer place. 

No purer or better immigrant came 
to any country. They were great ex- 

lorers,, Champlain, Marquette, La 

He and other travelers remaining 
as types, and the gentilhomme of the 
old regime was a good fighter who 
had learned to lock on his conqueror 
as an equal, * 

“We think the bestrway to save 
the Empire,. to. upbujld+ the Empire, 
is to work for our Owm country. We 
think the only way to maintain ‘the 
integrity of the Enpire is to main. 
tain the autonomy of ifs 90: rent 
parts. 

“We think that this policy of Im- 
perial relation, of taking part in every 
war, be it just or unjust, that Britain 

fe menns a con- 
siderable chanze, ond the people 
shoul! be given an opportunity to ex- 
press their opinions about it. 

“We French-C inns have no 
other country but the land of our 
love and the land ef our hope.” said 
Mr. Lavergne, sueahing of the French 
connection. 

But he thenght that Britain acted 
aa much for her own interests. She 
preferred her Anglo-Japanese alliances 
|to the salvation of British Columbia 
| Tor her own flesh and blood. Still he 
| believed that they ought to defend 
ithe colonies of Great Britain. 

“T myself, with my Nationalist re- 
putation, belong to the militia of this 
country,” he said. “But I think we 
should not jump blindfolded into the 
maclstorm of militarism. I think we 
jcan say we shall never be any cause 
of conflict for Great. Britain. We 
think the Parliament of Canada 
| should be put on an equal footing with 
| the Parliament at Westminster. We 
j should abide by the old British prin- 
ciple, ‘no taxation without represen- 
| tation.’ E see no way to that without 
; decentralization. The best way of 
settlement is through the «Imperial 
Conference.” - : 

.“Our navy can b@ put to service 
outside Canada, and without the con- 
sent of Canada. This is an entire 
| change of the constitution. I believe 
in a navy, if it is a Canadian navy. 
It should bo under the control of the 
Canadian Parliament. . It is quite dif- 
ferent when it is under the Governor- 
General in council. If Parliament 
were not sitting it could be consulted 
in fifteen days. If the governor him- 
self had power to send the fleet to 
war what was the good of consult- 
ing the Parliament afterwards? 

‘This was the position they had tak- 
en in Drummond and Arthabasca. 
They*had spoken the samo language, 
he asserted, ‘‘as he had just used. 

“We did not need racial ap is in 
Drummond and Arthabasca. Common 
sense gave us the victory. 

“But { want to make a full confes. 
sion. Racial appeals have been made, 
but not by our side. It was by those 
who went among tho parishes and 
said ‘Vote for the navy and Iyiperial 
preference, 

“I have in the course of my career 
appealed to my countrymen when I 
appealed to them to arise above par- 
ty, and when my  fellow-countrymen 
have been told that the English were 
narrow, and I appealed to them not 
to accept such a view. I have ap- 
pealed-to them when I asked them 
to reapect the rights and liberties of 
the English-speaking minority.”

When gluten feed was sub- 
stituted In the ration for comparison 
with oilmeal it was found that some 
of the horses did not relish the feed 
and did not ent it readily. In this 
case the use was soon discontinued 
Such animals as did eat it, however, 
seemed to.endure the work practically 
as well as those receiving ollmeal 
Cottonseed meal gave probably the 
best results of any of the feeds sub- 
stituted for oats. It was very read- 
ily eaten by the horses and was found 
eficlent in malntaining the bealth and 
weight Of\the horses. 

The general conclusion reached from 
the experiments indicated that the 
health and endurance of the horses 
Were the same when fed corn with a 
moderate amount of any of the three 
feeds tested as when fed corn and 
Oats as a ration. 


FEEDING CORN TO CATTLE 


Methods Pursued by a Successful Ohio 
Stock Raiser. 

In this section of the country the 
feeding of cattle has become quite a 
general Business during the past ten 
years, writes an experienced Oblo 
feeder in the New England Home- 
stead. The most of us cattle feeding 
farmers ralse enough feed to fatten 
our cattle, and, as a rule, we have 
only. enough cattle to consume the 
feed we raise, 

The general method is to purchase 
stock cattle during the fall and win- 
ter. These cattle aro carried through 
until grass time, grazed and Onished 
on corn the following fall. . The feed 
for the stock cattle consists mostly of 
fodder and hay. If young cattle are 
given plenty of rough feed they will 
generally go through the winter in 
nice shape. Howerer, 1 like to feed 
some corn to young steers in the 
spring, as they will be in better con- 
dition to go on grass. Another advan- 
tage I have found In feeding corn to 
young cattle is that young hogs can 
be carried through the spring in much 
better shape. 

As a rule, most of our cattle are fed 
during the fall and early winter. 
Hogs or cattle will fatten on less feed 
during moderate temperatures, as It 
takes a certain amount of feed to keep 
up the animal heat. : 

As to the kinds of feed used, corn 
ig king with us. In starting cattle to 
fatten I generally give some corn on 
grass as early as the-1st of September 
of as soon as the new corn commences, 
to harden. This is done by golog in 
the corn and cutting as much-as is 
needed, say one, two or three stalks 
for each steer for a feed. This amount 
can be increased gradually as the cat- 
tle become accustomed to the new 
corn until they are on full feed. 

Shock corn is fed once a day and 
husked corn once a day. The advan- 
tage of feeding husked corn is in say- 


‘ing the fodder or rough feed, and the 


cattle also will eat the. husked corn 
somewhat better. Those farmers who 
have clover hay or alfalfa have a 
great advantage in giving these with 
the corn. 

The feeding period lasts from 90 to 
150 days and sometimes longer, but 
this Is about the average period of 
feeding. ‘

One of the most remarkable revolu- 
tionary “movements in history was 
that started in a small way in’ the 
state of Bahia, Brazil, in 1596. by a 
fanatic named Antonio Conselheiro. 
In one engagement 600 Government 
troops were killed; and there is no 
saying how far the movement micht 
not have spread, had not the leader 
been killed in his stronghold’ after a 
long siege. 

And the most extraordinary feature 
of this rising was the fact that wo- 
men, as well as- men, fought for 
Consclheiro.

Sometimes Employed. 


“You cannot please everybody,” is 
& truism, and if you manage to con- 
ciliate the greatest number, you may 
fairly be said to have done your duty. 

That, at any rate, has been the 
policy of the British Government with 

to whaling off the Shetland 
Isles; the few would go a-whaling; 
the many followed herring, and the 
lean kine swallowed the fat—at least, 


90 said the herring-fishers. 

Opinion differs as to the method of 
eonsumption: Some hold that the deli- 
eate herring Jeave the water which is 
tainted with the blood of the whale. 
Others also complain of the destruc- 
tion of the whale. As the collie she 
berds the sheep, so the whale herds 
the herring, they say, driving them in 
from the outer ocean. Whales, they 
» are always to be found on 
the outer of herring shoals. They 
do not explain how herring shoals 
come to exist where no whales be—off 
Yarmonth, for instance. 

However, much. speaking has pre- 
vailed in this instance, and a 40-mile 
Hmit has been secured to the herring 
fishermen by Act of Parliament. No 
vessel registered in Britain may take 
0 much as a “baby finner” from out 
the sacred water. 

It is the Norwegians who hunt for 
whales off the Shetland Isles. Driven 
eway from their own coasts because of 
the jealousy of the .cod-fishers, they 
have gone to Shetland to incur the 
wrath of the herring-fishermen. But 
being hardy Norsemen they thrive 
“for a’ that.”

the high northerly seas, but the at- 
fentions of the “hale. These are not 
always of the’ most desirable kind. 
Recently a motor whaling schooner off 
Alaska had good cause to resent them, 
notwithstanding they were in self- 
defence. 

The whale, maddened by the har- 
poon wound, charged the stern of the 
vessel with its head, and succeeded in 
80 damaging it that the whaler sank 
four minutes. The entire bottom 
of the schooner had been crushed in. 
Happily the crew were able to escape 
im their small boat. 

It is the death-struggle of the whale 
which constitutes the chief danger to 
the whaler. Sometimes the harpoon 
jkills it outright, for inside the clever- 
ty contrived weapon is an explosive 
cartridge. Sent whizzing on. its way 
by the stout little cannon, which is 
fixed to a steel platform at the bow 
of the whaling vessel, the force of 
striking the whale explodes the cart- 
ridge, and if a vital spot has been 

















teached, the whale dies at once. But / 


that vital spot is hard to find. The 
conditions of hunting make it so. 
Imagine the little steamer well be- 


whale. The lad in the crow’s nest has 
the best chance. 

“Whales 4n sight!" is his firs ¢ri- 
amphant cry, nnd down below all is 
activity.

© meantime, the whales have dis- 
appeared. They only come up to 
breathe, and, having taken their fil, 
they dive below again. But in twenty 
minutes or so they must repeat the 







on the direction the whales have 
taken if the whaler is to have a shot. 
The. difficulties of shooting are im- 
mense. Even if a whale actually 
comes within range—a distance of 50 
yards or less—he may not raise him- 
telf sufficiently out of the water to 
give the marksnian a chance. 

; So it happens that a sporting shot 
may only succeed’ in wounding the 
whale. Nevertheless, the whaler has 
jhim on “‘a little bit of string.” That

thickness of a man’s wrist, which. is 
attached to the harpoon. 

The whale is held fast, though he 
takes the rope out to its fullest extent. 
Powerful steam. winches pay it out or 
reel it in. Diving furiously through 
the water, he will tow the steamer 
faster than her registered twelve 
knots. Then he may turn and dash 
‘backwards and forwards across the 
steamer’s bow, she holding herself in 
readiness for. a possible onslaught. 
When it can be seen by the increas- 
ing .weakness of the struggle for lib- 
arty that the prey is almost exhausted, 
the whalers draw in the line, and a 
few cuts with specially long lances 
snd the fight. The whale must be 
sumped full of air so that he may 
loat alongside the vessel. 

Finally, the whale is secured by the 
-ail to the bow of the ship, and the 
vhaler is free to go after other prey.

CANADIAN LABOR EXECUTI

- Grinding Grain For Hogs. 

The gain from grinding corn is com- 
paratively small. Numerous experi- 
ments bave been made with other 
grains to determine the effect of grind- 
ing, it belng generally supposed that 
grinding would be more effective in 
the case of smmall grains than {t would 
be with corn. “Grinding small grains, 
such as peas, barley, oats and rye, 
has almost invariably proved benefi- 
cial, Sometimes,the advantage of the 
ground grain has been very slight and 
sometimes very marked, but the gen- 
eral evidence Indicates that it is ad- 
visable, when practicable. to grind 
such grains. When the cost of grind- 
ing is excessively high the practice 
may not be advisable, but under ord!- 
nary circumstances {it is the safe 
course.

London, Nov, 23.—Dr. Hawley H. 
Crippen was hanged this morning 
within the gloomy walls of Penten- 
ville Prison, which stands in one of 
the most dismal sections of London. 
Public Executioner Ellis of Roch- 
dale, who hanged a wife-murderer at 
Liverpool yesterday morning, arrived 
in London on last night’s train. The 
scaffold was erected yesterday. A few 
tenements overlook the prison yard, 
and to bar the tenants from a glimpse 
of the tragedy a big canvas screen 
had been put up before the gallows. 
Only a small group of official wit- 
nesses attended and every, effort was 
made to prevent morbid crowds from 
gathering in the neighborhood, - - 
Fasher Carey, who has yisited Crip- 
pén frequently, entered the prison at 
6 o'clock last evening and spent the 
night with the condemned man. He 
walked with Crippen to the scaffold. 
An evening paper ci a@ sensa- 
tion by flooding the city with -pla- 
cards that Crippen had made a writ 
ten confession. Everyone in a pests 
tion to know denied this. Ethel Le- 
nove said: ‘I was tho last person 
to see Dr. Crippen.. So far as my

The Lightning Rod. 
Though Franklin will continue to 
receive the honor that is his due as 
the tnventor of the first practical light- 
ning rod, the study of atmospheric 
electricity goes back at least to the 
time of Tullius Hostlllus, who perished 
In an attempt to “draw fire from the 
sky.” A learned priest of the name of 
Divisch is said to have erected the 
first lightning conductor in Europe. 
He sect it up at Prendiz, Bohemia, in 
1704, and it was 130 feet high. Though 
the Emperor Stephen and the Empress 
Maria Theresa publicly proclaimed 
thelr confidence In the Inventor, a 
most disastrous drought that adlicted 
the country a year later was ascribed 
by the superstitious populace to the 
newfangicd device, and Divisch was 
compelled to take it down. It is not 
probable that Franklin was acquaint- 
ed with Divisch's experiment,

ANIMALS MUST BE WELL BRED 


(Special to The Ontario.) 


waahington, D.U,, Nov. 2.—An- 
mals imported for breeding purpores 
by citizens of the United States on 
and after Jan. 1, 1911, must be ac 
companied by certificates of the bu- 
reau of animal industry that the ani- 
mals are pure bred of a recoguized 
breed and duly registered in the for- 
eign book of record for that establish- 
ed breed. The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture has revised regulations on the 
subject in order to enforce more thor- 
oughly the provisions of the 
law instructing him to “determine 
and certify to the Secretar? of the 
Treasury what are recognized breeds 
and pure bred animals,” as a basis 
on which customs officers may deter- 
mine what animals may be passe 
through the customs free of duty for 
breeding purposes.

THE FABLED PHOENIX. 


of How the Bird Lived Ay 
Died and Lived Again. 

The ancient tradition concerning the | 
phocaix has Introduced Into nearly er- 
ery language the habit of applying that 
name to whatever is singular or un 
common among its kind. Acconling to 
ancient writers, the phoenix was a bird 
of great beauty about the size of an 
eagle, A shining and most beautiful 


crest adored its bead, its plumage con- 


tained nearly every tint of the rain- 
bow, and its eyes sparkled lke dia- 
monds, 

Only one of these binds could live 
at a time, but its existence corered a 
period of 500 or 600 years, When its 
life drew to a close the bird built for 
itself a funeral pile of wood and aro- 
matic spices, with its wings fanned the 
pile into n flamé and therein consumed 
itself. From its ashes a worm was 
produced, out of which another phoe- 
nix was formed, baving all the vigor of 
youth. : 

The first care of the new phoenix 
‘was to solemnize its parent's obsequles, 
For that purpose it made a ball of 
myrrh, frankincense and other fra- 
grant things. At Hellopolis, a city in 
lower Egypt, there was a magnificent 
temple dedicated to the sun. To this 
temple the phoenix would carry the fra- 
grant ball and burn it on the altar of 
the sun as & The priests then 
examined the register and found that 
exactly 600 years or exactly 600 years 
had elapsed since that same ceremony 
had taken place.

STAFF OF TORONTO INSTITUTION 


ARES EXONERATED BY JUDGE.

Toronto, Not. 30.—Judge Winches 
ter’s report of the management of 
the Isolation Hospital was forwarded 
te Mayor Geary last evening. It con- 
sisted of G3 typewritten pages, and 
after reviewing most of the cases iu 
which negligence by the hospital au- 
thorities. was ate Heel, of. as well 
as the other evidence submitted, the 
findings are, as a rule, in the direc- 
tion of exonerating the authorities.

“It ie absolutely necessary that 
every prevention that can be deviscd 
by medical © skill. and. knowledge 
should be taken to prevent the spread 
of contagion, and notwithstanding

Mshed by €yrus the Great about 550 
&C., who erected post houses through. 
out the kingdom of Persia, Augustus 
Was the first to Introduce this lostitu- 
tion among the Romans, 31 B. C., and 
he was {mitated by Charlemagne about 
800 A.D. Louis Xl. wag the first 
Soverelzn to establish post houses In 
France, owing to his eagerness for
